4112 Washington place. She was married 
about three years ago, and has been sep- 
arated from her husband a little more 
than a year, since which time she hag 
used her maiden name, Maud Rexford. 


Note Called Killian 

to Meet Mrs. Tussner. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Tusener says 
she sent a note to Duke Killian, telling him 
that if he wished to see her again alive 
to meet her at Compton and Easton ave- 
nues. He went to the place mentioned. As 
he approached her the woman drank the 
contents of a bottle of carbolic acid, threw 
the bottle to the sidewalk with enongh force 
to break it into small pleces and then fell, 
groaning with pain, in the street. 

Killian picked her up and took her tn his 
arms to his home, 1114 North Leonard ave- 
nue. Later he called an ambulance and 
had her removed to the City Hospital. 
There the physicians were at first in doubt 
about saving her life, but after treating 
her for about an hour expressed the belief 
that she would recover.

The father and mother of the young wo- 
man were notified of her attempt on her 
"fe and her serious condition and hurried 
to the hospital. They reached there just 
about the time the doctors had reached ; 
the conclusion that she would likely recov- 
er and the news was very welcome to 
them. 

At the hospital Mrs. Tussner refused to - 
talk with anyone concerning her act, ex- 
cept her mother. After her talk with her 
daughter Mrs. Rexford told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that her daughter had said 
that her only reason for attempting to 
kill herself was because of a quarrel she 
had had with Killian a day or so ago and 
that he had left her and gone to live; 
with his mother. 

Killian talked but little to the police who 
accompanied the ambulance.

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“I fights mit Sigel,” said a bewildered 
soldier to an inquiring sentry, and the 
name of a leader in two great wars passed 
from history into proverb. 

Last Thursday Franz Sigel, twice a gen- 
eral, revolutionist in his native land and 
Supporter of the government in the land 
of his adoption, fought his last fight with 
an antagonist whom his tactics could not 
overpower nor his strategy withstand. 
Few of the men who fought with Sigel in 
Missouri in 1861 and 1862 remain. Of those

I offered 
my professional services, and was made as- 
sistant surgeon, Dr. Fred Haeussler being 
chief surgeon. The other officers, under 
Col. Sigel, were: Albert Auslein, lieutenant- 
colonel; Henry Bischoff, major; Gustav 
Hemrichs, adjutant, and Sebastian Engert, 
quartermaster. Everyone of these except 
myself is now dead. 


KNEW HIM AS A HERO. 
I had known Sigel by sight as a school- 
teacher and by reputation as one of the he- 


roes of the revolution, in which my father 
had fought. I found him making sure of 
his men as he received enlistments. telling 
them.that only those who were ready for 
fighting were wanted, that it was no picnic 
or turner exercise that was on hand. 

By order of formation, the German regi- 
ment should have been the First Missouri 
Volunteers. Buz this honor was willingly 
vielded to the regiment organized by Gen. 
Frank P. Blair, whose services in civil life 
had been so great. 

The name of the Second regiment had al- 
ready been spoken for, so we fell into line 
AS the Third, and the Fourth and Fifth 
were added after us. 

April 22, we went to the Arsenal, where 
Gen. Lyon mustered us in. As a matter of 
course, Franz Sigel was elected Colonel. 
The Fifth regiment, under Col. Solomon, 
was attached to our regiment to form.a bri- 
gade, with Sigel as brigadier commafider. 

Our first service was at the capture of 
Camp Jackson, May 10. Here Sigel’s regi- 
ment took its position on the Olive street 
side of the camp, on a big hill. Our pleces 
were in position to attack the camp in case 
of resistance.

He 
was a serious-minded man, and the jokes 
which have clustered about his name start- 
ed with loafers and merry Andrews imthe 
camp. Of this class of men Gen. Sigel had 
a horror. 

He was a man without fear. He did not 
spare his men’s lives, but no man in hs 
command was ever sacrificed needless'y. 
They were ordered into the jaws of deat 
but only when it was necessary for them to 
g° there. There was no spectacular fight- 
ng. , 

T never saw Sigel excited. He was always 
cool, always in earnest. America has 
fewer finer soldiers than Franz Sigel.

It is worthy of note that the two men of 
German birth who have won the grandest 
distinction In the United States commenced 
their careers in St. Louis. 

What Carl Schurz did In civil life for his 


adopted country, Franz Sigel did in milli- 
tary life. Schurz served in the army, but 
is best known by his work as a citizen. 
Sigel’s service was almost wholly military. 

Franz Sigel looked like anything but a 

reat soldier. Indeed, there was about him 

ardly enough of the soldierly appearance 

which, whatever else may be need counts 
for much in making a commander. He was 
straight, but small and of a sedate look. 
His eyes were piercing, and they never 
lost this quality in later life, though he 
became decrepit. 

The rt of Sigel’s military career with 
which I am most famillar was that which 
he played in the struggle for constitutional 
liberty in Germany.

Scores of communications from the most 
prominent and representative merchants 
and planters along the route of the lower 
Mississippi river have been forwarded to 
Benjamin W. Clark of the committee which 
was appointed to push the matter. 

They were responses to requests issued 
by the committee for information as to the 
sentiment of those whom such a line would 
affect the most, and every one of them 


expresses the need of river transporta- 


tion and the unanimous desire that a line 
of boats, which would be run on schedule 
and could be depended upon, be put in 


pperation. 
J. W. Pittman of Lake Providence, La., 


one of the largest planters and dealers in 
the South, is in St. Louts on a visit. He 
is deeply interested in the subject and his 
opinion may be accepted as the popular one, 
not alone in Louisiana, but everywhere 


along the river. 

“We are enthusiastic in our desire for 
river transportation,” said Mr. Pittman. 
“We do not care for a line of palatial 
steamers. We just want a regular line of 
freight carriers which we can depend on.

‘This is an attempt to tell the story of the 
life of a man who committed: moral and 
physical suicide. 

|Harry Tracey’s suicide antedated, by 
many years, the pistol shot he fired into hfs 
own head while lying in that wheat field 
in Washington, desperately wounded by his 
pursuers. 

He committed moral suicide somewhere 
back in his boyhood, when he first went 
wrong, and that led to physical suicide. 
There was no other turring to that lane.

When. first he began to imagine that a 
lawless life had more pleasures to offer than 
@ life cast in the conventional mold, he 
began to.commit suicide. The process re- 
quired some years in the working out, but 
ever and always, the end was sure. 

When the boy first began to conceive a 
fancy for the miscalled heroes of romance, 
the blood-and-thur.der fellows, the stalking 
@washbucklers, the dare-devil ‘“‘bad men” 
of the border, at that moment Harry 
Tracy's suicide btgan. 

‘The process was slow, but it was sure. 
_ Progress was by gradual degrees, but the 
inevitable end always was in sight. Tracy 
might not have seen it at first, but he saw 
the end long before he reached it. There 
can be no doubt of that. 

It was far, very far, from the humble 
little home somewhere in the eastern 
states io the wheatfield away out in Wagsh- 
ington, and tt was farther still from the 


‘tender caresses of a mother’s love and her 


soothing words to the baying of blood- 
hounds and the sting*of bullets; but when 
Harry Tracy ‘first made up his mind that 
honesty was not the best: policy he.‘was 
on the one sole road that led to the wheat- 
field and the bloodhounds and the bullets. 

He was started along the thorny path 
that led straight up to the littlé leaden 
pellet of the suicide. 

The going forth upon that path did not 
win for Harry Tracy anything of fame or 
wealth. It took him from ignominy to ig- 
nominy; it swept him into the slough of 
despond; it brought him heartache and 
misery and horror ard remorse; it made 
him long for death, yet fear to die, and at 


_ the end it gave him the dividends of des 
~ + * peration and despair. 


There was nothing heroic in Tracy's 
career, nothing that should cause any boy 
to wish to imitate him in the least. 

If his deeds are worth retelling at all it 
is only for the warning which such a terri- 
bie life and its inevitable end may bear for 
the boys and young men who stand at the 
parting of the ways and waver between the 
two routes—the one that leads to honor and

Old Bank of Commerce Building Being 
Transformed and Refitted. 


The work of transforming the old Bank of 
Commerce building into the palatial new 
home of the Commonwealth Trust Co. is 
now in course of progress at the corner of 
Broadway and Olive streets. When the 
work is finished the transformation will be 
complete and the finish will compare favor- 
ably with that of the most modern office 


buildings in the United States. The novel 
method of covering the old exterior with 
imported marble is the original idea of the 
architects, Barnett, Haynes & Barnett. 
This method has never been used before 
- connection with altering an old build- 
ng. 

It was desirable to have a magnificent 
entrance on Olive street. To accomplish 
this two large piers had to be taken out 
and all of the upper stories supported on @ 
system of shoring. This was accomplished 
without the building settling a sixteenth of 
an inch and new steel ‘“Z’’ bar columns 
were inserted to take the place of the re- 
moval stone columns. This magnificent 
portal, when finished, will be without doubt 
one of the most beautiful entrances to any 
banking institution in_the western country. 

When finished the bfiiiiding will present in 
style a Roman renaissance exterior. The 
two first stories will be built entirely of 
beautifully veined white marble in rigticated 
ashlar effects. The Olive street front is en- 
hanced in beauty by the main entrance, 
which is itself embellished by the employ- 
ment of tall Corinthian columns supporting 
the splendid entablature. These columns 
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have elaborately carved Corinthian caps of 
the type of the Temple of Vespasian. The 
interior walls of the vestibule are paneled 
in the verde antique green riggelletto mar- 
ble with pilasters in this entrance, and the 
magnificent coffered and paneled ceiling 
will be done in gold relief. The hardware 
and the handsome old Roman chandeliers 
will be of gold. A lesser but exquisitely 
beautiful entrance adorns the Broadway 
cascade. The marble work is further deco- 
rated by the employment of rich band 
courses beautifully carved and decorated. 

The eighth story of the building will be 
entirely new and will be treated so as to 
form a Roman frieze of beautifully mod- 
eled and sculptured ornaments. This frieze 
will be of pure white, to correspond to the 
lower stories of the building. The entire 
structure will be crowned by a beautiful 
cornice of graceful proportions. 

The interior of the banking room will be 
one of the most magnificent in the country. 
A rare selection of imported marbles, costly 
arabesques and inlaid mosaics of gold and 
mother of pearl will unite to form a most 
elegant apartment.

@bout fouls. Most casual followers of the 
@ame place the offense as hitting in a pro- 
hibited place, whereas it is in all cases, 
With one exception, the conditions under 
which a blow is struck that make it foul or 
fair. A blow under the prescribed belt lim- 
it is, of course, a foul. For the rest the 
Rules relate only to the circumstances un- 
Ger which a punch is struck. 
There are, after all, but three real blows 
fm fighting which are worth landing: One 
@n the point of the jaw, one high up in the 
stomach region, just below the sternum, the 
@0-called ‘‘solar plexus’ blow, and the third 
Well around on elther side of the opponent, 
under the lowest of the floating ribs. 

Other blows on the head and body worry, 
and an occasional one on the kidney, if de- 
Bvered right, can annoy an opponent, but 
the principal science of the real game of 
fighting, setting aside a competition for 
points, reduces to an ability to land these 
blows.

THE ST. LOUIS 
ART WORLD. 


The recent death of Vibert recalls the 
fact that one of his most important mas- 
terpieces is owned in the city, hanging in 
the gallery of John W. Kauffman. The 
picture, which is entitled.‘‘The Church in 
Danger,’’ represents a cardinal seated in a 
conservatory, playing cards with a young 
woman. It is painted in the master’s best 
style, and has a special interest, inasmuch 
as the cardinal’s opponent is a portrait of 
Mme. Vibert, while the lady watching the 
players is Mme. Berne-Bellcour, wife of the 
celebrated military painter and sister to 
Mme. Vibert.

INDEPENDPNCE, Mo., Aug. 23.—What 
manner of man was William Clark Quan- 
trill, guerrilla chieftian, leader of the most 
d@aring and desperate band of irregular sol- 
diery that ever rode, rough-shod and ruth- 
lees, over American sot)? 

History calls. him a bloodthirsty demon, 
‘avid for gore, a merciless marauder, a 
vengeful. vandal, a pirate on horseback, 
plundering and killing without quarter under 
the protection of a state of war; that is, 
history written by men who were on the 
other side of that war. 


—- — 


This question and this answer of history) 


I put today to a dozen sturdy, respectable 
farmers and professional men going serene- 
ly down the shady slope of life, who have 
met with two score more of their comrades 
for a two days’ reunion of the survivors 
of the Quantrill guerrilas. 

The replies to this question, by the men 
‘who rode and shot with Quantril!l, might 
be rolled up into one and stand for all. 
Bach man declared that the accepted esti- 
mate of Quantrill’s character was errone- 
ous, and the bitterness of border warfare 
and the prejudices growing therefrom had 
‘Caused a misconception to be molded into 
history. 

Bach of the Quantrill Rough Riders to 
whom the question was put, replied that the 


’. guerrilla chief was a mild-mannered man— 


mark the adjective—instead of a riproaring, 
blaspheming, boisterous butcher. 

Bach man, and most of them in language 
almost identical, sought to explain, by de- 
picting the anomalous and now almost in- 
“conceivable conditions of the time, Quan- 
trill's entry into the arena of blood and 
his slashing career through it all, from hfs 
organization of the bushwhacking band at 
. Blue Springs, a few miles from this city, to 
his death at the hands of Federal! soldiers 
4n Kentucky, a month after the surrender 
of Gen. Lee. 

But another man whom I interviewed, a 
veteran of the other side, a member of the 
"‘Kaneae State Senate at the time of the 
‘Lawrence sacking and slaughter, who knew 
Clark Quantrill intimately from the time of | 
the beardless boy's first entry into Kansas | 
until the beginning of the war, and who in 
an official capacity befriended the youth 
from Ohio, toid me a far different tale and 
‘expressed the opposite opinion of the 
guerrilla. 

What Quantrill’'s own men thought of 
him and what Senator Johnson Clark, now 
ef Kansas City, Mo., thought of him may 
‘be given here without bias. 

“These Quantril] men will tell you,’ said 
@enator Clark, who is here as a spectator 
‘of the reunion functions and who sat upon 
the platform in the Jackson County court- 
house yesterday afternoon by the side of 
Capt. “Bill Gregg, cha'rman of the meet- 
tng, while the old guerrillas and their friends 
‘were making speeches, ‘“‘what these men 
swill tell you is that Clark Quantrill was 
@riven to desperation by ‘he murder of his 
Drether at the hands of Kansas Jayhawk- | 
gs; that he came over into Misgeour! and 
organ‘zed his band to wreak vengenve, and 
_ that the Missourians jolted him to wreak / 
vyengence upon the Kansans who had come 
over and laid waste their homes and siain 
heir brothers and insulted their sisters. 
S*T am not explaining why these meu, now 

d citisens, went with Quantrill, but I 

} te @ay that Quantrill himself had no 
"Brother killed in Kansas. He had « broth- 
gs me $ mre boy, who went West and disap- 
| for many years. The story of his 


‘“Quantril] became a guerrilla just be- 
cause it was in him, or, if you will, because 
of the general conditions here on the bor- 
der. . 
“Tl knew Quantrill ‘fiow the oe of his 
first appearance in Kansas. I was at Os- 
awatomie, and was Chairman of the claims 
commission when the Indian lands around 
there were opened to settlement. I also 
knew John Brown intimately—old Osawa- 
tomie Brown, who was there when Quan- 
trill came among us. 

“Clark Quantrill, or Bill, as we sometimes 
called him, came to Osawatomie from Canal 
Dover, O., his birthplace. He came alone, 
and was a bear¢'ess boy, not yet 21. He 
was in camp with me for three months in 
that vicinity, and was just like the other 
boys we had with us. He came out to get 
a homestead, and he admitted to me that he 
was not quite of age when hé came to file. 
I allowed his claim because he said he was 
the head of the family, his father being 
dead, and that he intended to bring his 
mother out to settle on ttm claim. Doubt- 
less this was true, bat his mother never 
came. Clark got into trouble after awhile 
in those wild times and never sent for his 
mother. 

“What sort of a man was he? Well, I 
rather liked the boy at first. He seemed in- 
offensive and was a quiet sort of fellow. 
He taught school in the neighborhood for a 
time. 

“I was something of a student of human 
nature from physical characteristica. I ob- 
served that Quantrill had a pecullar walk. 
He walked on his toes, you might Say, and 
had a habit of looking backward. That 
means the possession of great destructive- 
ness. 

“Quantrill had trouble over his claim and 
drove off a neighbor's yoke of oxen. He 


te

What would you think 
of a man or party of men who would come 
to your home and take your wife and 
young baby out and lay them.on a mattress 
in snow e foot deep and then burn down: 


ryour house? Those things were done heré.: 


In some of our counties’ we didn't have 
men of our familles-were enragéd. We 
couldn't stay. at. home;: we would have 
been shot. We went out and shot; we went 
after the men who had done those devilish 
deed..”’ 

“And did you get them?” 

“Don't you know that every’ mother’s 
son of them denied. knowing wanhything 
about those deeds? Can soldiers. atop to 
inquire who has wronged them?’ 

I asked Mr. Workman if-he was at Law- 
rence. 

“Tl was at a good many places,’’ he re- 
plied, with a dry smile. 

During the day, I have put the question 
to several other survivors, but seoead replies 
have not been exactly direct. 

“Quantrill,"’ said Mr. Workman, ‘‘was ac- 
tuated by the same motives that actuated

He was kind to his 
men and to prisoners whenever he had any. 

“Quantrill never got excited, not even in 
a fight. He was as coo) as a cucumber. 
They called him reckless, but he never un- 
necessarily endangered the lives of his men. 
And he could shoot—ah, how that man 
could ehoot! . 


“I was with him regularly for hine 
months, and off and on for a year and a 
half longer. His men did not fear him. 
and there was only one offense for which

There are now 102 survivors of the troop, 
which numbered 401 men at its most. Only 
once, say the survivors, did Quantrfll have 
that number of men with him. Usually his 
force was divided into smaller bands, in 
command of his junior captains and lieu- 
tenants. Quantrill himself was @ captain. 
In his command were several captains: 
Among those present here are Capt. Will- 
lam H. Gregg, Capt. N. W.,Setton and 
Capt. Hiram J. George. 


Capt. Grégg wears the star of. a Jack- 
son County deputy eheriff. Capt. Setton is 
marshal of the town of West Plairs, Mo, 
Capt. George is a farmer near Oak Grove. 

“Hi” George is the humorist of the 
Quantrill band. _Though_now past 70, he !s 
the funny man of the suryivors. H's com- 
radés say that: he was just as jolly in the 
days of riding and shooting. 

“I never saw the. likes of Hi George,” 
said one of the veferans. “He used to 
laugh and crack jokes right in the midst 
of a battle. His pistols cracked along with 
his jokes. He was a dead shot and a 
fighter from the boots up. I have seen him 
nursing a wounded arm after a fight and 
telling funny stories. I have known hm 
ever since, and he never fails to make us 
all laugh when we get together.’’

‘It is 
said that the cuerrilla’s mother, now in an 
Odd Fellows’ home, never received the 
money.

Qut of the discussion of child labor in the southern mills two 
facts appear in clear relief. 3 
Child labor is necessary in order to augment the profits of the 


rich New England shareholders. 
Child labor is demanded by the poor whites of the South. The 
head of the family lives at his ease while mother and babies 


work. 
The outcome of this desirable condition is what*is called the 


‘industrial development of the South.”’ . 

The alliance between the absentee mill owners and the cracker 
family men makes a strong obby..

JAPANESE WON'T EAT THEIR FRIENDS. 


M. .Zumoto, editor of The Japan Times, 
Tokio, who is now visiting this country, 
said: “Barclay Js. the staple of food for 
fully 60 per cent of the population of 
Japan--that is, thé peasantry. Second in 
importance are vegetables, and fish comes 


third. 

“There is a general impression in this 
country that the Japanese live on rice, but 
that is not the case. The peasant or small 
farmer raises rice, barley and wheat, but 
sells the rice to the cities. 

“Barley is for more nutritious than rice, 
and the country people are a sturdy, ‘long- 
lived class, among whom persons 90 years 
of age are frequently found, while 70 
and 80 years are usual. Most of the soldiers 
who have been doing such good service in 
China and Manchuria are from this claas, 
and it would be difficult to find a more 
hardy and enduring people. 

“In the merchant and official class and 
the nobility the det differs in the sub- 
stitution of rice for barley, the use of 
more fish and the addition of meat to\s 
certain extent. The peasants eat no meat, 
because they regard cattle with great af- 
fection as their friends and helpers. They 
would no more think of eating the flesh of 
a cow or ox, without which their farming 
would be almvust impossible, than your peo- 
ple would eat a pet animal. This feeling 
may be the result, In a measure, of their 
Ruddhistic religion, whose teachings are 
most humane. 

“Some idea of the small proportion that 
fiesh food bears to the entire diet may 


be gained from the fact that in 1899 the 
number of cattle killed was 47,00 head. 
This quantity wes used by about 6,000,000 — 


of people, the remainder of the entire pop- ia a o 


ulation of about 45,000,000 belonging to the 
peasant class. 

“The peasants work In the flelds from 
sunrise to sunset, but they never seem te 
be exhausted by the long day.” 

“The city workers at trades, the journey- 
men and apprentices, work from 6 o'clock 
in the morning to 9 or 10 at night. They 
work in a more leisurely manner than in 
this country, however, stopping every hour 
or two to Ne down for a smoke Their 
pipes “are sd small that they hold only 
three or four whiffs of tobacco, but that 
is sufficient to rest them, and the few 
minutes of cheerful chat refreshes them.

They are not as rugged as the countiy peo= ~ 


ple, partly because of city conditions, and 
partly because they eat more rice thas 
barley. 

“The work of the factcry hands is rege 
ulated by the government. Their day is 
from eight to ten hours, including time 
for meals. They eat eggs and bariey, a8 
they wish. Wheat is seldom eaten by the 
poorer class in the city, 
have it, but never oftener than once & 
week. The runners eat about the same 
diet, perhaps with a larger proportion of 
barley. 

‘That the average dict is weil adapted 
to nourishing the whole body seems cer 
tain, from the fact that strong teeth and 
abundant hair ere characteristic of all 
classes. Baldness is a rarity, and the peo= 


ple retain their teeth to old age.” 


ON THE FRINGE OF A PELEE 
ERUPTION, 


Prof. Robert Hill’s “Study of Pelee,” in 
the September Century, contains this de- 
scription of an oruption of the volcano 
of the sort which he thinks destroyed St. 
Pierre. He was at Frond 8t. Denis when 
it occurred, May 26. He gays: 

Stepping out cf the door, I saw before 
n:e a perfect tropical night. Not a cloud 
obscured the starlit firmament. Suddenly, 
to the north and above Pelee, there was 
a dull flare of light like the sheet4lightning 
of a summer storm. This was the refiec- 
tion of the incandescent motten mass with- 
in. Following this, a great spherical cloud, 
with hundreds of boiling and seething con- 
volutions, slowly rose above the vent. It 
had hardly appeared before it was fol- 
lowed by a Diincing flash of ligtt, like a 
great gun-flash, from the mouth of the 
crater, aceompanied by long, deep-pitched 


detonations from the bosom of the moun- 
tain. Over the crater's rim follewed a 
fountain shower of incandescent pumice, 
which looked like molten fire. Hardly had 
the cloud-ball reached the air when around 
and through it flashed a thousand light- 
ring-like streaks, with here and there 
While standing in 
mute amatement observing this phenomena 
at the apparently safe distance of some 
three miles, I was horrified to see the 
cloud fall suddenty, flatten, and float out 
horizontally into the sky TIike an aerial 
river directly toward and above me—« rid- 
bon of inky blackness, and coming slowty, 
yet #o fast that it was easy for me to sce 
that it and not to be escaped by running.

This is the same kind of sand that block- 
ed up the first Jennings oil well and de- 
lay the bringing in of a gusher so long. 
In the case of the Jennings well, the mixed 
oll, water and sand gushed up about #0 
feet inside of the derick for a few moments 
bsided, and they never could 


‘master it until they got a baller that could 


| 
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keep the sand out of the well. In this case 
‘he gas and salt water came first, and it 
was not until wel! along in the day that the 
mixture of sand, oil and water began to 
come, and it came with tremendous force. 
It shot, some say, as much as 300 feet 
above the ground and was visible many 
miles away. Then, towards evening, the 
force showed indications of weakenin 
until it barely jutted over the end of the 
nipe. Then a cap was put on the wéll, and 
tt is now in that condition. Evidently the 
sand choked it uD, just as happened in the 
firat Jennings well. 
The terrible force’ with which this 
sand was sent out or the well is shown by 
a piece of 4-inch pipe that fell in a slant- 
ing position, partly in the path of the 
outfiow. This pipe is a quarter of an Inch 
in thickness, ard a hele is cut in that 
ipe over a foot long as clean as if it 
vad been cut with a cold chisel. Whether 
the 8-inch casing has teen damaged in 
the same manner is qa question. The own- 
ers of the well and the drillers are of the 
opinion that the well has not been dam- 


aged. 
That oil came up in the flow {s unques- 
tioned. It is in evidence all around the 
derrick. It has drained off into little 
ools, and can be seen by any one visiting 
he well. It is of a dark brown color, 
similar to the oll that came from the first 
well. It seems to be a heavier oil than 
— the Beaumont or Jennings prod- 
uct.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 23.—Aifred D. Jones, 
the man who founded this city and gave it 
its name, is very ill at his home here and 
is not expected to recover. A few days 
ago he fell from the steps of his house and 
sustained severe injuries. 

Mr. Jones is 8&8 years old, having been 
‘Dorn in Philadelphia, Jan. 30, 1914. He 
came west in 1847 and located in Jack:on 
Courity, Migsourl. There he married Miss 
Sephronia Reeves, who still lives and who 
is nursing him in his present illness.

FLEVEN WAYS Td 
KILL COCKROACHES

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—C. L. Mariatt, 
first assistant entomologist of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, has written, and the 
departmens hae issued a pamphiet devoted 
to the lowly, but universal, cockroach. 

‘Roaches,’ says Mr. Marlatt, ‘‘are among 
the commonest and most offensive of the 
insects which frequent. human habita- 
tions.’’ It is quite likely that every house- 
wife In the country will egree with Mr. 
Marilatt’s diagnosis. 

The pamphlet discusses at length the ori- 


gin and habits of the roach, and analyzes 
the various species. The important part 
of the paper, however, relates to the 
methods of killing the pests. The best 
remedy is fumigation by hydro cyanic acid 
gas. which is not likely to meet with favor 
from the ordinary citizen who has roaches 
in his house, 

The gas can be safely used when the 
methods of fumigating are thoroughly un- 
derstood, and the department has pre- 
pared a special bu tletin showing pow it 
may be employed with safety. It is ex- 
tremely poisonous to human beings, but

There are commoner methods of exter- 
mination than are recommended. 
author says that roaches ure extremely 
wary and detect isons in rood. A rem- 
edy suggested is the liberal use of pyreth- 
rum powder, or buhach. This drives them 
away, but it soils the shelves and other 
objects over which it is dusted. 
Phosphorous paste in the form of -pills, 
consisting of sweetened flour, with one or 
two per cent of phosphorous, spread on bits 
of cardboard and placed in the runway of 
the roaches, is said to kill many of them. 
Other methods of fumigation than hydro- 
cyanic acid gas are described. Bi-sulphide 
of arson will kill them. This substance if 
placed about a room infested with roaches 
at the rate of one pound to every 1/00 cubic 
feet of air space. will destroy the pest. The 
room must be thoroughly sealed up and left 
for twenty-four hours. Great caution must 
be taken to have no fire of any kind about, 
as the substance ts violently explosive in 
the presence of fire. The rooms must be 
thoroughly «jred after the gas is used. 


A safer remedy is burning pyrethrum in 
the infested apariment. 6@ smoke and 
vapors caused by the burning of this in- 
secticide are more effective than the appll- 
cation tn powdered form. There is no 1dan- 
= of explogion, but the room must be 
ept temporarily closed for from six to 
twelve hours. 

A French trap consists of a box conta‘n- 
ing an attractive bait, the cover of which 
is replaced -by four glass plates inclincd 
toward the center. The roaches fall f.on 
the covering glasses into the box and are 
unable to escape. A similar trap used in 
Engiand consists of a small wooden box, in 
which a circular hole is cut in the top and 
fitted with a glass ring, so that it is im- 
pogsible for the roaches to escape. Ths

With another flat plate a with 
containing pure water, both supplied wit 
several bridges to give easy access, and 
one to two thin boards floating on the 
water touching the margin. The insects 
readily eat the mixture, become thirsty 
and drink, when the plaster sets and clogs 
the intestines. The insects disappear in a 
few weeks, the bodies no doubt being eat- 
en by the survivors.

and keep them, perhaps. more effectively| “mM 
in check than the use of the troublesome 
insect powders or the distribution of pol- 
soned bait, especially as the latter are 
so often Ineffective.

HOPES TO ESCAPE SENTENCE 


THE BEST LEGAL TALENT WORK- 
ING IN HIS BEHALF. 


Meteoric Career as Banker, Broker, 
Speculator and Politician—Always 
a Plunger and Ever Operat- 
ing With a Daring Hand. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 23.—Frank A. An- 


drews, the meteric financier, who robbed 
and wrecked the .City Savings Bank, is 
striving, through every means known to 
acute lawyers, to postpone the execution of 
the sentence which is to close the doors of 
the penitentiary upon him. He is not likely 
to succeed. 

The career of the Napoleon of finance will 
serve to point many a moral. He arrived in 
Detroit 12 years ago fresh from the country, 
unknown and almost penniless. 

He had $5 in his pocket, but owed $3.7, 
making a net capital of $1.25. In a little 
more than ten years he accumulated $1,000,- 
000, and was only 30 years old, and now 
owns nothing and owes over $500,000. 

He was the vice-president of the City 
Savings Bank and owned stock in several 
other banking institutions. He controlled 
a leading newspaper, was treasurer of three 
electric railways. He had investments in 
various mining enterprises, owned a part 
interest In several industelal concerns and 
he held several valuable pieces of feal 
estate. 

Andrews had established a reputation as 
a financier by floating the bonds of his 
railway companies by organizing a trust 
company and by helping to reorganize three 
banks. He lived in a $100,000 mansion. He 
was police commissioner of the city anda 
gave his $500 salary to charity and dreamed 
of the governor's chair at Lansing. 


The Secret of 

His Success. 
What was the secret of this phenomenal 
success? Here it is in words of Andrews 
himself— 
“ft do not see that a man can possibly 
make a fortune, unless he speculates. 
Don't you ever believe that by saving 
money a man can accumulate a great capi- 
thl. He does itin strikes and big bunches. 
Human life is too short for the slow pro- 
ceas of thrift. All my good fortune has re- 
sulted from taking chances.”’ 
In a word he was a daring speculator—in 
stocks as well as in city lots, for his chief 
business ostensibly was that of a real es- 
tate dealer. 
Andrews, at the zenith of his glory, was 
wealthy and respected, He had even 
thought of retiring from active business, 
for at one time he felt that a man ought to 
be satisfied with a fortune of a miNion 
and should make way for others. 

This is the way he expressed himseif:— 
‘The man who makes a million dollars is 
achieving a great commercial success, but 
if he then goes on to pile up another mil- 
iHor— well, it often seems to me criminal, 
the way these very wealthy men of De- 
troit keep on piling higher and higher their 
golden mountains. What on earth can 
they do with it? The thing is to know when 
you have enough. 
But Andrews did not know when he had 
enough. The first million only whetted his 
appetite for another. He proceeded to get 
it by his rule of speculation. In six months 
he lost his fortuhe and caused others to 
lose more than $1,500,000. With the conni- 
vance of ite cashier, Henry R. Andrews, he 
robbed the City Savings Bank of $913,000 
within twenty days. With the help of the 
same tool he is accused of having swindied 
six other Detroit banks out of $662,000 In a 
single day. He was arrested by one of his 
own detectives.

The new clerk was noted for his nervous 
activity. He was a great worke-. He was 
not content with his salary, and, as a side 
business, arranged with property owners 
to sell their lots. He was so successful 
that he made $3000 the first vear. 

Andrews also impressed his employer 50 
favorably that he was taken into partner- 
ship the second year, and he waa put in 
charge of the loan department. He man- 
aged it so ably that he made money for 
the firm, and not one of his mortgages was 
ever foreclosed. In twa years he had 
earned $25,000. He naeu Games the banks 


for any loans without submitting good pa-, 


per. 

He was so wrapped up in business and so 
neglectful of the social graces that he had 
few intimates, and many of his so-called 
friends were really little more than ac- 
quaintances. Not that the young man was 
disagreeable, but simply because he was 
toa preoccupied to cultivate friendship. 

A strikifg evidence of: this ‘fact was 
shown after his arrest. When his bail was 
set at $10,000 he had difficulty in finding 
two friends who would act as hondsmen, 
and even then it was necessary for one 
of them to transfer a part of his property 
to his colleague to enable him to qualify.

of Money Getting. 

This is his view of getting money, 
refiects his opinion of himself:

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An Expedition That Has Rivaled in Its ae 


Perils and Hardships the Quest 
for the North Pole Itself---In- 
cidents of the Great Frozen, 
Desolate Arctic Desert. 


ITH this letter is completed the wonderful narrative written by Harry De 
Windt for the Sunday Post-Dispatch of his journey from Paris to New 
York by land, that part of is trip from the Kolyma river to Dawson 
City havin gbeen described in a letter previously published. 

The success of this expedition, which has rivaled in its perils and hardships the 
quest for the pole itself, will add many important lines and boundaries to the map 
of the great North, and will, doubtless, do much to hasten the realization of that 
magnificent dream—tlie connection of the eastern and western hemispheres by rail. 

The famous exprorer started from Paris on Dec. 19, 1901. and arrived in Daw- 


son City on July 20, 1902. 


In this unparalleled journey he traveled 1600 miles in dog 


sleds, 2000 miles by relays of re!ndeer and 2000 miles with horses over the frozen 


desolation in the Arctic desert.

PRINKLE some salt upon a piece of 
coal, place it on a white tablecloth, 
and scatter, a few inches away, 

some lump sugar, and you will have the 
scenery in minature of the Siberian coast 
from the mouth of the Kolyma River to 
Bering Strait. The coal is the coast line, 
the sugar the sea ice, and the interval be- 
tween them the frozen beach along which 
we travelled for about 1600 miles. 

Sometimes the cliffs wotild disappear and 
nothing was visible but a vast, snowy plain 
where the sea was indistinguishable from 
the “‘tundras’'—limitless marshes with ver- 
dure, but which ip winter become one be- 
wildering wilderness of white, extending 
from Bering Strait to the North Cape of 
Norway. 

Soukharno, a small Cossack outpost on 
the Kolyma River, close to the Arctic 
Ocean, was our last link with civilization. 
It consists of a couple of ruined log huts 
occupied by half-breeds—dens of absolute 
squalor. 

But they had a kind of roof and a fire, 
and were often recalled as nests of luxury 
in the dark days that followed. For we 
embarked upon this arctic journey of 1600 
miles about as suitably equipped as a man 
who goes duck hunting in the depth of win- 
ter in his nightshirt. 

I had imagined that Tchuktchi settle- 
ments would be found at short intervals all 
along the coast, and so they would have 
been twenty years ago; but these people 
have gradually move@ eastward until a 
lonely, uninhabited stretch of 300 miles now 
lies between the Kolyma River and their 
nearest village. 


A THNT THEIR SOLE SHELTER. 

A thin canvas tent brought for summer 
use on Bering Strait was our sole shelter 
from the furious blizzards and deadly cold 
of the arctic drift. Wood was very scarce 
and only just sufficient in quantity for 
cooking purposes, and 40 to 50 degrees be; 
low zero was a frequent temperature un- 
Ger the flimsy fabric. 

Most of the condensed provisions intend- 
ea for the arctic had been consumed on 
the way up from Yakutsk, and famine- 
stricken Kolymsk could supply us only 
with a limited amount of frozen fish and 
flour. 

The question of dog food was no less 
perplexing, with no means of procuring it 
for 400 miles. In 12 days we might (or 
might not) reach the first Tchuktchi huts 
on the eastern side of Tchaun Bay, but 
@ven here the natives might have been 
driven into the interior by an epidemic 
said to be raging on the coast. The last 
traveler who sought to reach this place 
from the Kolyma was a Russian priest, 
who perished on the way of cold and star- 


. 
nally we had very few barter goods 
(almost a crime in Tchuktchi eyes), and 
eithough Kolymsk was ransacked for to- 
bacco, knives, needles, etc., 
Rot amount to much. Vodka. the fiery 
Spirit which a Tchuktchi will sell his soul 
for, was fortunately plentiful. 


So in the face of this menacing array of 
Obstacles we set out for Bering Strait, 
trusting to luck and a compass, for our 
Russian drivers were very hazy as to di- 
rection.

tered the first Tchuktchi hut, nearly a fort- 
night later, on the westerh shores of Tch- 
aun Bay. 

I think, all things considered, that dog 
sled trip of nearly two months from Nijni- 
Kolymsk to East Cape, Bering Strait, was 
the most severe and distressing of all my 
experiences of travel. Over the ‘tundra’ 
we glided smoothly and gasily enough, but 
crossing a bay or cutting off a corner by 
sea entailed the hauling of sleds over hum- 
mock and crevasse—trying work for weak, 
ill-nourished men. 

But the hardest work by day was prefera- 
ble to the endless, miserable nights, when 
the breath would freeze into a face-mask 
and the. moisture cf footgear would some- 
times be converted ‘by morning into solid 
ice. 

“Poorgas’ would frequently compel us 
to lie over for two or three days, and at 
such times the cold in our thin, draughty 
tent was almost unbearable. A lamp would 
have warmed us, but no spirits were to be 
had at Kolymsk and every drop of our 
vodka was needed for barter. ° 

Our fire was kindled with driftwood (the 
traveler's sole salvation on this cruel coast), 
but this was generally so scartce that it 
only just sufficed to boil the kettle. The 
voyage was scarcely monotonous—for there 
can be no monotony when you are not al- 
ways sure of a next meal—and our miser- 
able allowance of half a pound of carny!] 
and three biscuits a day kept us in a con- 
Stant state of weakness and hunger. 

More than once I resolved to return, 
knowing that if natives fafled us at Erk- 
trik, the first settlement, starvation would 
probably overtake the expedition. 

But something whispered during those 
long, dreary nights that all would come 
right in the end. 

At last, on the thirteenth day, when «so 
weak that endurance must soon have 
failed, we reached Erktrik, and were greet- 
ed, to my unspeakable relief, by human 
beings. But they were woebegone, misera- 
ble looking specimens in filthy deerskins, 
who met us in a surly, defiant manner that 
caused me some uneasiness. 

The warmth of our welcome increasea 
aS we progressed eastward, but at first 
the Tchuktchis were anything but friend- 
ly. Help of any kind was usually retused, 
and on one occasion one of our party was 
threatened with a knife. 

The coast from Soukharno to Cape North 
—about halfway to Bering Strait~is ab- 
solutely lawless, for no Ruesian official 
will venture there. An 
traveling through this country would standa 
a fair chance of being murdered, for crime 
among the Tchuktchis is never punished. 

Erktrik is a village of five or six wretch- 
ed deerskin huts. The miserable inhab- 
itants seemed paralyzed by the fear of 
“kor,"" a mysterious disease resembling 
measles, of which the majority of the vil- 
lagers had already perished. Black ‘‘death- 
flags’’ over every hut showed that the dis- 
ease Was still raging, and a deaf ear was 
generally turned by the natives to our in- 
quiries regarding transportation and dog 
food. 

“At Cape North,” said one less sulky 
than his fellows, “you will find everything. 
There is nothing here.” 

But Cape North was 14 sle« ps (Or days) 
away, along almost as desolate a coast as 
we had traveled to get there. Nothing was 
to be done with these people, and. our 
only chance now lay in persuading the 
Russians to go on—at any rate until we 
struck food and means of transport. 


A DIET OF WALRUS MEAT. 

Four days were wasted here before “yod- 
ka"’ and a sum that. in all cases, meant 
unlimited drink and leisure for at least 
a year turned the seale in our favor, A 
bottle of alcohol was exc hanged for some 
dog food, reluctantly produéced by our 


unarmed stranger. 
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duce] some dog food, but, although half 
Starving, we were unable to digest walrus 
meat as it is devoured by the Tchuktchis— 
a mass of dirty blubber and hair. 

But we struggled on gamely enough, 
considering the ctrecumstances. Had all 
gone smoothly physical hardships might 
have been better endured, but there are 
rot 20 miles of that miserable coast that 
do not recall some vexatious delay con- 
nected with our progress. 

Drivers and dogs were constant arxiety, 
for the former constantly threatened to 
desert, and I watched the latter become 
thinner and’ weaker day by day with grow- 
ing despair. 

The last mouthful of food was eaten the 
day before we reached Cape North in an 
utterly ecxhavsted condition. Neither men 
nor dogs could have gone half a dozen miles 
further. 

But at Cape North not only were we hos- 
pitably received, but were furnished with 
plenty of dog food and deer meat for our- 
selves. The latter was months old and any- 
thin but palatable, but we ate it with a 
relish, due to the knowledge that another 
twenty-four hours must have seen us lit- 
erally starving. 

From this point onward villages were 
frequent and more prosperous, while the 
people, in most cases, received us. with hos- 
pitality. Danger of starvation was now a 
thing of the past, and a clear and compara- 
tively easy road seemed to have opened 
before us to the promised land—America. 

In one place the sight of a San Francisco 
newspaper filled us with joy and a pleasant 
sense of proximity, although the paper was 
two years old!. Twenty years back the 
Russian traders from the Kolyma River 
“handled all the trade here, but it is now 
monopolized by the San Francisco whalers, 


AMERICAN INFLUENCE 

The . comparative with which we 
accomplished the last 390 miles of the coast 
journey was éntirely due to American in- 
Huence, which is yearly increasing in this 
part of Siberia. Russians now hold no 
communication whatsoever with the 
Tchuktchis—indeed, fear to travel into the 
country—and it was owing to this that we 
experienced such difficulty in reaching the 
first native settiecment. 

At Cape North our Russian drivers re- 
turned to the Kolyma, and we proceeded 
without them more rapidly than before. 

On: May & the expedition reached East 
Cape, Bering Strait. the ebast journey 
having occupied exactly seven. weeks, the 
entire land journey from Paris five months 
and a day, Up to this point the itinerary 
was ¢€000 miles by rail, 2000 by horse sleigh, 
2000 miles by reindeer sied and 1680 miles 
with dogs—11,600 English miles. 

On our arrival at East Cape the wintry 
landscape seemed to promise weeks, if not 
months, of weary waiting for the Thetis— 
a revenue cutter kindly assigned by the 
United States government to convey us 
across the strait. 

East Cape\is not a desirable residence. 
It consists of some dozen walrus-hide huts, 
which éling like Iimpets to an almost sheer 
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own faws, while reindeer, seal, whale and 
walrus provide him with means of exist- 
ence. Of Russia these people know nothing. 
American influence is paramount, and in 
this dark corner of Siberia the skipper of 
the grimiest Frisco whaler has more in- 
fluence and power than even the Great 
White Czar. For the former alone can sup- 
ply the fiery whisky for which a Tchuktchi 
will almost sell his life—to say nothing of 
whalebone and-walrus tusks. 

The untutored native also knows that 
other good things come from the seme un- 
failing source—rifles, sheath-knives, tcbac- 
co, four and molasses, of which two last- 
named articles there was, fortunately for 
us, a small supply left over from last 
year. Whisky (cr rather raw spirit) was, 
I regret to say, also plentiful, and was a 
perpetual menace to our security and peace 
of mind. 


FREEST MAN IN THE WORLD. 

The Tchukt<hi of the northeast coast is, 
when sober, generally quiet and peaceable, 
but when drunk he becomes a raving mad- 
man, as eruel and blood-thirsty as the 
Binckfeet Indians or Chinese. 

During our stay at Whalen we lived in 
constant dread of a repetition of the orgie 
that greeted our arrival, when men reeled 
about the village for a whole day with 
loaded rifles, yelling, firing in the air, and 
threatening to kill the white men whom 
had warmly welcomed only a few 
A friendly (and sober) na- 
throtighout a wretched 
night, and next morning all was’ quiet 
again. But the Incident served to indi- 
cate the possible affinity between a bar- 
rel of whisky and bloodshed and the un- 
desirability of Whalen, as a seaside re- 
sort, for any length of time. 

Perhaps a score of whalemen have been 
murdered in this way upon thir coast with- 
in the past ten years, and only last sum- 
mer the mate of a trading schooner was 
shot dead at Whalen by a $ drunken 
TchuktchP who, when sober, was much at- 
tached to him, 

Being aware of these facts, agd know- 
ing that the whalers would probably swamp 
the place with whisky, I earnestly hoped 
that the Thetis would be the first vessel 
to anchor off the settlement in open water. 

The Tchuktehi is physically a fine speci- 
men of the human race, brave as a lion 
when occasion demands, as Russian Cos- 
sacks once discovered to the'r cost. He 
is of middle height and «turdily built, 
with swarthy features that puzzle one as 
to his race and origin, which, I beleve,.

They wear ‘‘combina- 
tion’ suits of deerskin with enormous 
sleeves, and baggy breeches stuffed into 
fealskin boots so large and clumsy that the 
wearer must waddle when walking. 

They are tattooed (unlike the men), and 
adorn the arms and neck with gaudy beads 
strung along with copper coins, brass rings, 
and even metal trouser buttons given them 
by whalemen. 

Whem a Tchuktchi girl marries she be- 
comes a slave, a man selecting a wife for 
the work he can get out of her. Poly- 
gamy is permitted, but is rare. Infidelity 
is also rare and conjugal felicity is the 
rule, 

The ‘“‘yarat,’’ as the Tchuktchi’s house 
is called, is a nearly circular tent of walrus 
hide, about 40 feet in diamet«, and tapering 


from 12 feet high in the center to 4 or 5) 


feét at the sides. A low, narrow doorway 
is the only aperture admitting a dim light, 
which reveals a space where kayaks, sleds3, 
fishing and hunting gear and other lumber 
are kept. Dogs roam freely about the 
house. 


The inner apartment !s square and is 
formed of several chicknesses of deerskin. 
This is the living room, where seal-oil 
lamps burn eternally, diffusing a stifling 
heat and-a nauseating odor. 

While at Whalen we were constantly in- 
vited to shate the evening meal, but only 
onee attended this repast, which was 
Served on one long wooden platter laid 
upon the ground. Around this the guests 
reclined at full length. like the ancient 
Romans itn ‘“‘Quo Vadis.’ 


Their costume was also somewhat simi- 
lar, consisting solely of a 
Cloth and bead necklace fer the ladies.

The Tchuktchi has absolutely no fear of 
death. It is quite customary for a man 
who Is even slightly ill to request a friend 
or relative to kill him. 

During an epidemic of influenza last year 
at least a dozen Whalenmen were thus put 
to death; their desire to quit this world 
being probably due in part to the depress- 
ing nature of the disease. A shotgun is 
generally used and the operator dare not 
refuse to — with the sick man’s re- 


quest because of the belief that ill-luck 
would surely follow. 

My original intention was to cross over 
Bering Straits on the ice, to Cape Prince 
of Wales on the American continent, but 
even had we reached East Cape in mid- 
winter the journey (never yet accomplished 
by a white man) would not have been at- 
tempted. 

It was only on arrival here that I be- 
came aware of its impossibility, for nd 
Tchuktchi has ever attempted the feat and 
of perhaps a dozen American Eskimos who 
have tried it during the past ten years, 
two-thirds have been swept away to de- 
struction in Bering Sea or the Arctic 
Ocean. 

TRIP ACROSS THE STRAITS. 

There are always “leads’’ of open ,water, 
or rather rushing currents of moving ice, 
even in the month of January, which in- 
cessitate the use of “kayaks” as well as 
sleds. The distance from land to land is 
exactly forty-seven miles, and the shortest 
time in which the passage has ever been 
accomplished is ‘six days. 

As luck would ‘have it we were eventually 
compelled to accomplish four miles of this 
perilous crossing over two floes, owing to 
heavy ice, to actually land us on the Alas- 
kan coast. 

For five weary weeks we remained at 
Whalen leading a life of the deadilest mon- 
otony, increased by the perpetual daylight. 
At times it seemed as though the ice would 
never scatter sufficiently to admit of our 
release from this Arctic prison. 

At length, on June 1%, a streak of blue 
water on the horizon broadened at last and 
the next memorable morning we awoke to 
the pleasant sound of wavelets breaking 
upon the shingly beach. 

Already an escape by the next whaling 
vessel had been decided upon when, on 
June 18, the trim white government ship 
that once rescued Greely hove in sight, and 
a few hours later saw us safely aboard the 
revenue cutter Thetis. 

Five times in my life have I bidden fare- 
well to Siberia—twice or its European 
frontier, once in the Sea of Okhotsk, the 
last time on Bering Straits and now once 
more in the Arctic Ocean—the pleasantest 
occasion of all, under the stars and stripes 
and among old shipmates; and it was with 
a feeling of sincere gratitude to Provi- 
dence that I watched those grim, mysteri- 
ous shores recede while America, a blue 
line on the hazy horizon, rose slowly ‘from 
the sea, 

The sky was blue, the sun shone and @ 
soft breeze seemed to whisper a welcome 
from the pleasant new world yonder. 

What a contrast to my last departure 
from that bleak coast!—rescued from hos- 
tile natives by a grimy whaler, with the 
ice fast closing around us, in a furious 
autumn gale, and eventually landed, more 
dead than alive, in San Francisco—far 
from the Paris I had hoped to reach!

Here the interesting point is, that Diavolos 
are not born, but made,°educated. Farther, 
the daring act of ‘‘looping the loop on a bi- 
cycle,’’ has met with applause, consequently 
there is a’circus market for Diavolos. Any 
political economist will tell you that when 
there is a demand the supply will quickly 


fill it. So there is being trained a brood 
of these devil-riders who circle the mia- 
air loop; men who do not care if tney 
live or die if there is money in risking 
death. 

The other day one Diavolo, who was 
looping the loop in London, forgot or dis- 
obeyed the law that controlled and drove 
him. or lost his nerve in his control of the 
wheel and centrifugal force hurled him out 
of the inner circle of the loop and stretched 
him on the greund, breaking some cf his 
bones; knocking out of him all the de- 
moniaec spirit amd his breath. It would 
take some weeks for his bones to knit, so, 
instead of waiting for him, it was quicker 
to cable to the school fér Diavolos’ the 
message: 

‘Send us another loop-the-looper.”’ 

This school, whose scholars’ lives can- 
not be insured, is at Fairview, N. J. The 
head master ,the professor of aerial cy- 
cling, is named Prescott, a Kindly, tender 
man. who well knows that a little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing and who there- 
fore guards his circular path to erudition 
with many mattresses and safety nets,

The practice loop is 24 feet broad—twice 
as wide as that on which the trained Diav- 
olo whirls into public esteem. To begin 
with, the student Diavolo must gird him- 
self with armor that would have blunted 
the lance of Lion-Hearted Richard, had 
England's King ever tilted against such 
an adversary. The freshman in the Pres- 
cott University of Diavolos is fit to lead 
the rushes of a college eleven. Every vul- 
nerable point—his skull, his nose, his ears 
each joint, his exposed and so fragile bones 
are guarded, ‘padded. circumvented with 
soft, saving” protecting cotton.

The fact is that in the 
actual circling of the loop Diavolo is ut- 
terly helpless, a power infinitely greater 
than his will possesses him. He then has 
no will; he has only a wheel. Hig only 
exercise of will ‘is to keep straight 
his wheel. On the approaching incline he 
has time to think, to will. On the incline 
after leaving the loop he again has time to 
think, and there is his greatest danger. 


He must not be glad that he has looped 
the loop; he must not imagjme that he has 
passed his greatest danger; he must not let 
a muscle quiver else he falls.

Probably no man in the United States 
knows more about the physical branch than 
President Ramsey, and it begins to look as 
if none were better equipped to handle the 
financial branch than the men handling 
that of the Wabash’and the general Gould 
system. 

Mr. Ramsey was born in Pittsburg, April 
lj, 18. Hits family was of Scotch-Irish 
origin and he was of the fourth generation 
of Josephs. 

The great-grandfather came from Penn- 
Sylvania to St. Louis. He had a Quaker 
wife, but the second Joseph fought in the 
war of 1812, though reared a Quaker and a 
man of peace’ Mr. Ramsey's mother’s fa- 
ther, Maj. Nathaniel Patterson. served 
in the war of 1812. Maj. Pattersun's Scotch 
father was cousin of William Patters ), 
father af Mme. Jerome Bonaparte. Mrs. 
Ramsey's great-grandfather, a Woodruff 
was founder of Princeton ( ‘Ollege and mavy- 
or of Elizabeth, N. J. Her great-grand- 
father, Dr. Samuel Woodruff, was in the 
War of ‘the revolution. Her great-great- 
Srandmother was Lady Ann Hunls ke, ile- 
scendant of the Earl of Clarendon, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer and Chief adviser : f 
King Charles I. There is something in 
blood.

Mr. Ramsey's father wus a manufactur- 
er. Except for four years spent in Louis- 
Ville and one in Covington, Ky., where his 
parents lived while he was a child, Mr. 
tamsey'’s home was in Pittsburg until he 
was 19 years old. He attended the public 
schools in Pittsburg until he was 17. Then 
he entered the Western University of 
Pennsylvania. He took the = scientific 
course He quit school in 1869. 

He was given a job as chain boy with 
the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railway. This was a branch of the 
Pennsylvania. The head of the engineer- 
ing department was M, J. Becker. The 
training was severe, but it was thcrough. 
It gave Mr. Ramsey temporary charge of 
construction work in 1879, on the ‘“‘Dreeden 
Cutoff,” ‘to connect the I... C., C., & &t. 
L. with the Cincinnati & Muskingum Val- 
&y, with which he became connected as 
assistant engineer. 

Ii May, i871, he was made engineer of 
the location and construction of the Belt 
Gap Railroad. This iitile road left the 
Pennsylvania main line at Bellwood, Pa 
and climped up the mountains to Blair 
City. It led to coAél mines, whith Pere to 
be developed wi:tle the road was being 
built. This building of its road and the 
development cf the mires the coal from 
which the road was to get down to the 
Pennsylvania, six miles cast of Altoona, 
gave Mr. Ramsey the practical experience 
in railroad construction and in mine de- 
velopment.

In 1879 Mr. Ramsey became general su- 
perintendent and chief engineer of the road 
now known in the B. & O. system as the 
Pittsburg & Western. That same year he 
signed to go to Pittsburg & Southern. 
In March, 1882, Mr. Ramsey was rnade 
manager and chief engineer of the Pitts- 
burg, Chartiers & Youghiogheny Railwevy, 
the Chartiers ,& Youghiogheny Railway 
and the Chartfers Black Coal Co. He fin- 
ished building the roads of this company 
and opened its mines. Then he tecame 
attached to the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton road as engineer in charge of main- 
tenance of ways. He was promoted to the 
pesition of chief engineer, In 189 he went 
to the Big Four as assistant to the presi- 
dent, M. E. Ingalls ani so vice-president 
of the Cincinnati, Waabsh & Michigan. 
In April he became general manager and 
vice-president of the Big Four. Then came 
the reorganization of the St. Louts Ter- 
minal’ Association, in which the Big Four 
is a proprietary line. Mr. Ingalls, who 
was pone of the strongest advocates of the 
new Union Staticn, urged that Mr. Ram- 
sey be placed in charge of the Te rminal’s 
affairs. ‘The transfer to St. Louis was 
made at the same salary Mr. Ramsey was 
getting on the Big Four. The track plans 
and the system of getting in and out are 
Ramsey had charge of the con- 
struction under the contract.

We are 
wrong, says Socrates, to fear death, as it 
is our greatest possession on earth, and 
Seneca adds that it is the best of the in- 
ventions of life, while Montesquieu con- 
cludes that we should shed tears for men 
when they are born and not when they 
die." .

In e¢aleulating the chances of long Iife, 
the savant mentions many long lives. 
Among them are those of a resident of Goa, 
who is said to have reached his four hun- 
dredth year in the enjoyment of all his in- 
tellectual taculties, a Scotchman who lived 
to be over 200 years old, and various monks 
of Mont Athos who have reached 150 years. 
He asserts that Servian statistics for 1897 
show three persons between 135 and 140 
years old, eighteen, from 126 to 135, 123 from 
115 to 1%, and 29) from 103 to 115. In 1890 
there were, he says, in the United States 
$981 persons over 100 years old and twenty- 


one in London.

, “Evidently there was among the Egyp- 
tians a natural selection, resulting from en- 
vironment, that does not take place today, 
at least to the same degree, among civy- 
ilized people. The Egyptians who reached 
the age of 68 years had robust constitutions 
and, therefore, their chances of longevity 
were exceptional. Mortality was higher 
among the children and the adults, and 
there was a kind of selection by death. 

“The man of today is not stronger; he 
is possibly weaker. But the majority of the 
people live under conditions more favorable 
to longevity, because we know what condi- 
tions to promote. In other words, the 
greater expectation of average life its the 
result of the progress of sanitary science 
in the fullest sense, and not the result of an 
increase of vitality. It is the consequence 
of the evolution of man’s intellect rather 
than of the evolution of his body.” 

For these and other reasons Mr. de Var- 
igny declares that, although the chances 
of life have increased for infancy, youth 
and the prime of life, they have not in- 
creased for old age. But after all, he is 
only an exponent of the theory of the sur- 
vival of the fittest 

It would vastly interest these two 
Frenchmen and all students of this import: 
ant and interesting question to the papers 
which Dr. Maurice Fishberg is contribut- 
ing to the Jewish magazine, the Menorah. 

Dr. Fishberg, who practices largely on 
the lower east ‘side of this city, writes on 
the New York Ghetto. He/points out the 
extraordinary fact that the wards In this 
city where the rate of mortality is lowest 
are the wards so densely populated by Rus- 
sian Jews. He explains this longevity by 
the theory that the persecutiogs of ages 
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have elminated from the Jewish race its 
weaklings: 

“Only those who were strong, healthy and 
energetic could venture to remain Jews. 

“Only those most resistant to the effects 
of disease, the healthiest who could easily 
adapt and aeclimatize themselves to new 
external conditions on short notice—in brief 
only the fittest «urvived—‘‘a picked race 
Which can resist misfortune, griet 
worry, starvation, disease and even deaih 
better than other civilized races.” 

Only a few days ago the Sunday World 
brought to this city Mrs. Cynthia Herlovix, 
who had passed a quiet, peaceful century 
in Monroe County, N. Y.. and who is hale 
and hearty today. An admirable interview 
with this fine old lady, who had never seen 
a railroad, vividly described the impression 
made on her by the wonders of the city. 

Medical authorities and vital statisticians 
mention many instances of remarkable 
longevity. Some of these seem. strongly to 
verify M. Finot's mathematical formula 
or, in other words, to point out that longev- 
ity is often hereditary.

The 
father, at 34 years, again married a woman 
of %, and of this marriege James was the 
offenring In 17H. <A hundred years later 
James con'd truly say that his father was a 
citizen of the commonwealth, and that he 
had a brether born during the reign of 
Churles li. 

As late as 18% In the district of Cam- 
pines there was a strong, active man of 
good family, Jeseph Joachne de Prado, 
who was 107 years old. His mother was 
killed by an accident when she was 112; 
his maternal grandmother died at the age 
of 127. 

Wynter, In the second volume of the 
British and Fore!gn Medico-Chirurgical Re. 
view for 1887, mertions feur sisters of 100, 
102, 1% and 107 years respectively. Lister 
speaks of a father and son who were wit- 
nesses before a jury at York ti 16%. The 
father was 140 years old, the son more than 
1 years. Barly, in his ‘R’ecords of Lon- 
gevity,”’ gives the facts about John Moore, 
who died in 1806, aged 107. His father died 
at 1% and his grandfather at 115. making a 
total of 327 years for the three generations. 

It would fill columns to repeat only a lit- 
tle of the Instances where women and men 
have laughed at death until life ceased to 
a joke for them. But some even more 
remarkable were rewarded for thelr brav- 
ery by a new period of life, as it were. 

An old magtetrate known to Prof. Hufr- 
land died in 1791 in Reehingen, aged 120. In 
1787, long before this magistrate had lost all 
his teeth, eight new ones appeared. At the 
e J of six months 


these eight dropped agreeable to nature, 
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out, but their places was supplied by other 
new ones, and nature, unwearied, continued 
this process until his death. All these 
teeth, numbering 150, he got and lost with- 
out pain. 

In Wilson's “Healthy Skin" there are 
mentioned several remarkable instances of 
very old persons in whom the natural color 
of the hair returned after they had been 
eray for years. One was John Weeks, whose 
hair became brown again at 114 years. Bir 
John Sinclair in his “Eaesay on Longevity” 
mentions a similar case in a Scotchman 
who lived to 119. 

John Guiey, who died~in Augusta. Me., 
in 1813, was born in Ireland in 1°90. He 
came to thia country at the age of ©. and 
cont nued tn single blessedness until 75, 
wher he married a4 girl of 18, by Whom he 
had eight children. Baron Baravicino de 


Capelia died at Meran in 177% at the age 
of 104, being the oldest man in the Tyrol. 
He rarely tasted meat and habitually drank 
tea and a well-sweetened cordial of his own 
receipt. He was married four times, tak- 
ing hie fourth wife when he was %. Hy her 
he had eight children. The eighth was 
bern soon after the beron’s death, 

So take Jean Finot's advice. 

“Fear not death, shun the frar of d:ath 
and live to be one hundred at least.’
